UNCLE SAM'S INSURANCE 
, . 


The federal government's insurance business is doing very 


well. Advance figures of the year ended June 30, indicate this. 


Policies covering more than 40 billion dollars of insurance 


are carried. This exceeds any private life 
insurance record 


ever made. Over four and a h;dr million policy holders carry 
17. S. insurance. They are getting this protection at IPSS cost 
than private corporations could give it to them. This of course 
is to be expected, for private concerns are in the business for 
profit. And, too, the cost of doing business is lighter for Uncle 
Sam. 
He has less soliciting to do, no commissions to pay, and 


fewer overhead expenses. 


Thus far, as the 1920 report shows, the war risk insurance 


bureau has done well. But the real test is to come. While 
other businesses may be fairly accurately gauged after a two- 
year trial it is so with life insurance.

A STRIKE THAT SHOULD BE INVESTIGATED 
The shutdown of many of the woolen mills in New Eng- 


land has been met by the head of (he rail! workers'with the 
charge that it is "the worst kind of industrial sabotage against 
the public" says ihe Ft. Wayne Journal-Gazette. 
It is his 


charge that#ie mill owners have declared a striker against the 
public. Whether these serious charges are true in this in- 
stance or not, it is just as well to understand that sabotage and 
stiiking are not confined to the workers by any means. The 
mill owners can strike just as the man who works in the mill. 
The reason given by the mill owners does not harmonize with 
the statements made by thorn to the attorney general a few 
mouths ago when they said that the mills were unable to sup- 
ply (he demand for cloth, and had enough orders to keep them 
busy for two years. The bhutclowu is of general interest, and 
there should be a thorough investigation into the cause. The 
public has not forgotten that these mills made a net profit of 
$7(5,000,000 last, year.

In (lie year 1914, reports sirov. 


there were 1,403.000 arrivals at American ports 
from foreign 


countries.- Since June 30, 1914, the number has gradually 
dropped off mitu after the close of hostilities the 
aliens have 


begun'to head toward the United States once more. Ship 
shortage alone is responsible for the fact, 
that no more hav 


come over than already have arrived. Their coming, of course 
intensifies the problems of the country. These men and women 
must be educated at the earliest moment along the lines of 
American traditions and principles. With this 
effectively ac- 


complished and the country absorbing the foreign 
born com- 


pletely, those men and women will become important factors 
in the future of the nation.
